NEARSIGHTED VISION 
HENEVER the subject of 
myopia I nearsightedness) is 
brought up in conversation, 
some one is likely to volun­ 
teer the information that it always 
occurs in the intelligentsia. The 
typical example is the small boy 
with specs who sits a t home and 
reads so much that he warrants the 
title of “bookworm.” 
Statistics show tliat this is not 
so, but there is a good reason why 
the myth has been established. My­ 
opia may develop early In life but 
is often not noticeable until the 
youngster goes to school. Since tile 
victim is able to see only close ob­ 
jects. his world is confined to toys, 
pictures, or reading, and he has no 
yen to go sight-seeing, play ball, or 
indulge in hide-and-seek. It is little 
wonder that such children become 
studious, not by choice but neces­ 
sity. They are not perturbed inas­ 
much as many take delective vision 
for granted and assume that every 
one is afflicted similarly. 
As the youngster grows older and 
mingles more and more with class­ 
mates who have better eyesight, the 
handicap begins to manifest itself 
and he gradually becomes aware of 
his plight. With 
properly 
fitted 
glasses a new world is opened, but 
by this time the lad has acquired 
Ute habit of reading and studying 
end is likely to continue. 


Medical books are filled with pos­ 
sible causes, but actually no one has 
ever supplied the exact answer. 
Many have elongated eyeballs which 
were inherited In the same manner 
as curly hair* large ears, or a size 
7'a hat. As a result, the rays which 
enter the eyes focus in front of the 
retina and images close by are the 
only ones that are seen perfectly 
and without blurring. 
There is no way to prevent or 
cure the condition as we have no 
more means of 
controling 
the 
growth of the eye than we do any 
other part of the body. Usually the 
disorder becomes worse until de­ 
velopment reaches its maximum. 
This is variable and in some ex­ 
tends to the 25th year. The amount 
of impairment likewise varies and 
may be slight or extreme. To com­ 
pensate, spectacles are worn, but 
they should be rechecked every year 
or two. 
Few if any symptoms are present. 
Vision for distance la indistinct, but 
reading and sewing 
are 
accom­ 
plished in comfort. If Myopia Ia 
associated with astigmatism, a cer­ 
tain degree of eye discomfort ap­ 
pears when close work is under­ 
taken for any length of time. The 
Individual may complain of tired 
eyes, sensitivity to light, or spots. 
Others blink frequently or screw 
the eyelids together whenever peer­ 
ing Into the distance. 


It la a moot question 
as 
to 
whether anything can be done to 
retard this progressive tendency or 
make it worse. Many eye physicians 
believe that the abnormality does 
not advance as rapidly if excessive 
near work is avoided. 
Plenty of 
sleep and out of door exercise is 
recommended and all the rules of 
health should be adhered to rigidly. 
When studying is contemplated the 
light must be adequate and large 
print is preferred. A prolonged stay 
in the country is sometimes helpful* 
If a sigh taxying class is available, 
where conditions for reading, writ­ 
ing, and other detailed tasks are 
ideal and skilled supervision is given 
the parents may wish to enroll the 
child.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 35. — Many 
states of the United States require 
every dairy cow within their borders 
to be tested for tuberculosis once a 
year. Governor Tom Dewey has now 
taken the revolutionary step 
of 
elevating human beings to the same 
level as cows. 
From now on, every man. woman 
and child in New York State not 
only will get a tuberculosis test but 
also will find state hospitals avail­ 
able for their care if necessary. 
At a time when Republicans in 
Congress are pinching the federal 
budget even to the extent of wiping 
out the school milk program, the 
Republican governor of New York 
has quadrupled his health budget 
In order to battle tuberculosis. 
He is also coordinating New York 
hospitals so that certain institutions 
in healthy counties such as Herki­ 
mer, which are virtually empty, will 
be taken over by the state. This will 
prevent the construction of more 
hospitals at a time when building 
materials are critical and their me 
would interfere with veterans' hous­ 
ing. 
Note—Worst tuberculosis patch in 
New York state is among the Negro 
population of Harlem. Migration 
from the warm south, plus crowded 
living conditions has made Harlem 
one of the worst T. B. areas in the 
U.S.A. 
Rankin In Reverie 
During the long years under Roo­ 
sevelt, the best friend and ally of 
minority Republicans in the House 
of 
Representatives w a s 
rootin’- 
tootin’ Congressman John Rankin 
of Mississippi. His barbs at his fel­ 
low Democrats always brought howls 
of laughter and rounds of applause 
from the Republicans across the 
aisle. They continually goaded the 
pint-sized Mississippian into more 
harangues. 
Now that the Republicans are In 
the saddle, however, things are dif­ 
ferent. Rankin isn t the ally he used 
to be. In fact. he’s almost more 
critical of the Republicans than of 
the northern Democrats. Talking In 
the House cloakroom the other day.

Legal action was decided on at a 
confidential meeting of housing ad­ 
ministration and OPA officials with 
representatives of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, the American Vet­ 
erans Committee and Hie Amvets. 
However, it required some two-fisted 
prompting by the Vet spokesman to 
get John Sink, Housing Expediter 
Frank Creedon’s representative to 
agree to the crackdown. 
“I don’t think it is a good policy 
to bring action against the builders 
a t this time, when we have to keep 
everybody on the ball producing 
homes,” objected 
Sink. “It may 
cause a lot of trouble and only 
serve to alienate the builders.” 


“Well, it'* one thing or the 
other,’* declared Wesley Pearce 
of the VI'W. “You’re either go­ 
ing to have compliance or you’re 
not going to have It. You can’t 
enforce compliance w i t h o u t 
hurting somebody. If a builder 
Is chiseling or defying the law 
he ought to be hurt. * 


“The only way to stop violations 
is to clamp down and get criminal 
convictions.” 


Andrew Newman of the AVG 
and Allen Solaria of the Amvets 
strongly seconded this view. So 


did the OPA spokesman. Final­ 
ly. Sink gave in when the vet 
trio promised to get their or­ 
ganisations solidly behind tho 
compliance drive.

WASHINGTON. 
Feb. 25. — Al­ 
though the Senate and House may 
put an over-all ceiling on budget 
expenditures, the question of how 
much real cutting will be done in 
every category of expense probably 
will remain undecided until the 
present session of Congress has gone 
through all the appropriations. 
Already the assumption that the 
military and naval expenditures will 
be reduced drastically has stirred up 
considerable controversy. Many of 
those members of Congress who do 
not want to see much budget cut­ 
ting, because they want to continue 
the era of spending, are taking 
refuge behind the military security 
Issue. The country is being warned 
that this or that size of budget 
means a threat to national security. 
Despite all this talk about the 
cutting of the Army and Navy, no 
over-all examination of the ex­ 
penditures required for defense has 
as yet been made by Congress itself. 
To the extent that members begin 
to familiarize themselves with the 
Items desired by tile Army or Navy. 
as the case may be. express Iona of 
protest are heurd concerning the 
cutting of the over-all budget. 
It is most unfortunate that a 
Council of National Defense such 
as the Navy proposed some time ago 
la not in existence. Certainly «ich 
a Council, far from expressing an 
opinion on how the budget should 
be cut or even how much be spent 
in a lump sum. should state just 
what the defense problems of the 
United States may be. 
Until 
the 
nation 
understands 
what the Army and Navy and the 
Air F»rce& are expected to do by 
way of defending the security of the 
United States, it appears useless to 
talk about individual Items of any 
size in the budget. 
Usual Outcry On Capitol Hill 
Tile usual outcry against any 
form of cutting of tile military bud­ 
gets is being heard on Capitol Hill. 
This is only serving to stiffen re­ 
sistance on the part of many mem­ 
bers of Congress to pleas for the 
retention of large expenditures. 
The Army and Navy have never 
been told by the Department of 
State what their potential war mis­ 
sion is expected to be. Until this 
is clearly defined, it will be difficult 
to turn down the demands of Con­ 
gress for economy and the result 
will be much more drastic cutting 
of military and naval budgets than 
otherwise would be the case. 
At the moment, most of the dis­ 
cussion is theoretical. It Is based 
on fighting World War II over 


again. Notwithstanding the Intro­ 
duction of the atomic bomb, requests 
for the purchase* of materials for 
the continued production of obsolete 
weapons are being regularly ap­ 
proved. It Is true that no military 
establishment can afford to stand 
still, but it is also true that when 
Congress begins to find out how 
much money is being spent cur­ 
rently for munitions that will never 
be fired, there will be a tendency 
to cut deeper than the military men 
have reckoned. 
The question of how big the Army 
or Navy br Air Force* should be is 
not to be decided by fixing a lump 
sum and asking the service* to split 
it three ways between them or by

This 
machine Is used to press moisture out of green brick and when the brick go through the machine they 
are completely dry and are ready to go from the machine Into the kiln. Under the old process bricks 
had to be “dried out" before they could be put into the kiln for cooking. A hand fired kiln, (filled with 
brick), Is shown at the upper right. As can be seen In the picture the bricks are perforated. Through 
experimental work it was discovered that the sidewalls of the perforated brick do not crack as easily 
as solid brick. The bottom picture shows the new automatic continuous kiln at the right, while at 
the left can be seen a conveyor loaded with brick. The conveyor carries the bricks through the con­ 
tinuous kiln and come out a finished product. Recently put Into operation the automatic kiln Is turn­ 
ing out 80,000 bricks per day.
